NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 29th April, 1970 
SO 1617 . - In exercise of thh powers conferred by section 114 , read with clause 
( e ) of sub - section ( 4 ) of section 39 , of the Gold ( Control ) Act, 1968 ( 45 of 1968 ) , 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely :-- - 

1. Short title and commencemont. — ( 1) These rules may be called the Gold 
Control (Grant of Certificates ) Rules , 1970 . 

( 2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette , 
2 . Definitions – In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires , 

( a ) " Act" means the Gold (Control ) Act, 1968 (45 of 1988 ) : 
( b ) " Tepatriate " means a person of Indian origin who, having been a perma 

nent resident in a foreign country, leaves that country with a view 
to permanently settling down in India provided that there is an 
endorsement by the diplomatic officer of the Government of India in 
the country left by such person on the passport of such person to the 
effect that he is a bonafide repatriate to India , or where no such 
endorsement has been made , he is certified by such officer to be a 

bonafide repatriate to India ; 
(c ) " section " means a section of the Act . 
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3 . Persons to whom certificates may be granted . The certificate referred to in 
sub - secticn ( 1 ) of section 39 may be granted to a person who belongs to any of 
the tcllowing categories, namely : - 
( a ) a repatriate who was a dealer , as defined in clause ( h ) of section 2 . in 

the country from which he had repatriated , provided that he was a 
dealer in that country for not less than one year before such repatria 

tion ; 
(b ) a person who , being a member of the family of a goldsmith who had 

received any loan from the Government under any scheme for the 
rehabilitation of goldsmiths, had assisted such goldsmith in his work 
As such for a period of not less than one year hefore the commence 
ment of Part XII - A of the Defence of India Rules , 1962,
